HIS issue of Linn’s Weekly 

Stamp News is the five hun- 

dredth consecutive number of our 

publication. It is an occasion that 
perhaps should have had a special num- 
ber dedicated to it and a lot of advance 
ballyhoo. We did not feel however 
that times were just ripe for such a 
number and decided a month ago to 
make no special effort with this issue. 
Five hundred numbers of a_ weekly 
paper means five hundred consecutive 
weeks of effort to produce a paper that 
will meet with the approval of its read- 
ers and we feel that the subscription list 
which we have, of almost 20,000 paid in 
advance subscribers is sufficient proof 
that we have accomplished that. It 
means five hundred weeks of hard work, 
a total of nine years and 32 weeks. Thus 
it will be seen that with the end of the 
current volume, an additional 20 weeks, 
we will have reached the ripe old age 
of ten years. The issue celebrating this 
event will be our final issue for October 
and it is our present intention to make 
this a special issue with an effort to give 
our readers a magazine for that week 
that will be an outstanding one in our 
entire ten years of labor. 

If we can judge by letters that come 
to our desk from time to time, we are 
of the opinion that our subscription list 
contains some names of collectors who 
have been subscribers since the first 
issue of this publication, at least we fre- 
quently receive letters from readers who 
make that assertion. 

To those who are unfamiliar with the 
early years of this publication we might 
state that the intention to print and 
issue Linn’s Weekly Stamp News was 
first announced in the spring of 1928. 
This was just before the issue of the 
2c Valley Forge Stamp which had its 
first day sale at the Mid-Western Stamp 
Exhibition sponsored by the Garfield- 
Perry Stamp Club of Cleveland, Ohio, 
and held in the big Terminal Tower 
building built by the Van Sweringen 
brothers who made a big name for 
themselves in Railroad History. 

The writer attended this exhibition 
where many contacts were made with 
various stamp dealers and some adver- 
tising patronage was assured. A glance 
through our first number reveals the 
fact that some dealers who were repre- 
sented in that first issue are also found 
advertising in this issue while there 
are several others in the first issue who 
have been with us in issues of the past 
year. We note also some names of deal- 
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ers in the first issue who have passed 
to the great beyond. 

While we did not start with anything 
like a five year club of subscribers we 


find reference in our first issue to the 
fact that the late Bill Whittaker of 
Cleveland, Ohio, is mentioned as the 
first person to take a five years sub- 
scription and that W. P. Rodermond 
of Jersey City, N. J., was the second. 
Paul Bauer formerly of Columbus, and 
now living at Kenmore, N. Y., was the 
first subscriber in the United States 
and G. W. Linke of Edmonton, Alta., 
Canada, had the first Canadian subscrip- 
tion. Foreign honors go to Frank God- 
den at that time and still, one of the 
leading stamp dealers in London. 

Our subscription list consisted of more 
than 500 names with the first issue, many 
of these being gift subscriptions which 
were sent by friends in all parts of 
the country and with the first issue we 
printed an edition of 2000 copies. These 
papers were all mailed under 1 cent 
stamps as second class mailing rates 
were not asked for until we had reached 
a point where we could maintain the 
circulation of 2000 copies per week 
which we had promised advertising pa- 
trons. 

Application for entry as second class 
matter was made following the issue 
of our 19th week and entry was granted 
with our issue of the 22nd week. 

Beginning at this point we began to 
grow and increase our circulation. Our 
first papers were but eight pages, soon 
enlarging to 12 pages and later to 16 
pages. Some issues since have run as 
high as 24 pages. 

Linn’s Weekly Stamp News was start- 
ed with the belief that collectors would 
appreciate a publication which was de- 
voted principally to new matter rather 
than to long and exhaustive articles. 
While we did print some articles, some 
stories and some continued features, we 
are still of the belief that the paper in 
its present general makeup is the most 
popular form for stamp collectors, for 
like ourselves we realize that stamp 
collectors have other things to do be- 
sides collect stamps and that they prefer 
a publication which will give them the 
vital news of the past week without 
overloading them with a lot of matter 
in which but a very small percentage 
of the readers are interested. It is for 
this reason that we are firm in the 
belief that a 16 to 20 page paper can 
carry all the real news of the week and

at a price that will permit every col- 
lector to subscribe. 

This then is the reason we have at- 
tempted to maintain a subscription price 
below that of the larger publications. 
How well we have succeeded in judging 
the thoughts of collectors is best shown 
by the fact that but one publication 
claims a larger circulation than we pro- 
vide our advertising patrons and of that, 
a heavy percentage is newsstand circu- 
lation, which is always considered of 
questionable value. 

The circulation of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News is solely to stamp collec- 
tors who have paid for a subscription 
for one year or more, because they 
wanted the paper every week. It is 
this type of reader who is of the most 
value to any publication. 

Linn’s Weekly Stamp News’ was 
originally issued from the printing plant 
of the W. M. Linn Sons Co., Inc. At 
the time the publication was started, the 
printing plant was under the manage- 
ment of George W. Linn. Prior to this 
period the plant had been but a small 
one, employing five to six people and 
doing a small volume of business. 

Later, the name of the business was 
changed to LINPRINT INC., the pub- 
lication and manufacture of various al- 
bums and philatelic accessories was un- 
dertaken and the business grew to much 
larger proportions until today the plant 
employs from twelve to fifteen people 
and its annual volume of business has 
increased to almost double what was 
done when the publication was first 
started. 

We outgrew our former location at 18 
and 20 East Chestnut Street and were 
obliged to find larger quarters. The plant 
is now located in a substantial building 
at 531 North Park Street. We have 
over 5000 square feet of floor space for 
our working quarters and an excellent 
basement for much storage and for our 
heating plant. 

During the past ten years we have 
added new equipment and machinery as 
well as many new items to our line of 
products, the total value of which has 
been over ten thousand dollars. All 
through the past depression, we contin- 
ued to grow and enlarge and this growth 
and development has continued right up 
to the present point so that the business 
for the first half of our current fiscal year 
which starts with November of each 
year will show the largest six months 
business that we have ever handled.

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Spain Honors Constitution 





The Spanish Republican government 
has joined the ranks of the countries 
honoring our Constitution Sesquicenten 
nial with postage stamps. The Spanish 
contribution, illustrated, portrays the 
Statue of Liberty in the foreground with 
the flags of the Republic and the U. S. 








in the background, with wording in 
Spanish “Commemorating the cordiality 
of the Spanish Republic to the friends 
of the United States of America.” A 
seven color production, the stamp is in 
the center of a miniature sheet, perfor- 
ated, but with no inscriptions on the 
sheet margins, except for a serial num- 
ber in upper right corner. 100,000 were 
printed, each sheet being numbered. 
This stamp announced some months ago, 
was delayed in production by the print- 
ing plant at Barcelona being partially 
wrecked by bombs.

6c Air Mail Plates 


As many ilies will try to collect 
the various plate number combinations 
and other plate markings of the new 
bicolored 6c air mail stamp we present 
here through courtesy of Fred Hawkins 
of Columbus the data so far known on 
the plates. The frame plates which print 
the blue portion of the design are of 
100 subjects divided vertically by a wide 
gutter into panes of 50. Before the cen- 
ter is printed, these unfinished sheets are 
cut apart into sheets of 50. This is done 
in order to obtain more accuracy in 
printing the red center design. As a 
result, in order to have the production of 
completed sheets keep up with the print- 
ing of the frames, more than twice as 
many center plates are in use as there 
are frame plates, since only 50 centers 
are printed with each impression and 
many of these sheets will, because of 
poor registration have to be destroyed. 
Eight frame plates have been made so 
far: Nos. 21835-36-37-38 and 21855-56- 
57-58. Of the centers there are 35 plates 
numbered as follows: 21839 to 21854 in- 
clusive, 21901-02, 21903-04 and 21909- 
22 electrolytic, and 21933 an “experi- 
mental” plate. Plates 21903 to 21922 
were manufactured by the electrolytic 
process in order to make them faster and 
cut costs. These plates have the letters 
“El” appearing over the second stamp 
from the right end of the top row. These 
centers differ in general appearance from 
those printed from the other plates as 
the centers appear to be brighter and 
not soft in appearance like those from 
the regular engraved plates. These elec- 
trolytic plates are produced by etching 
the design out by acid and consequently 
the lines have a tendency to be of equal 
depth in the plate. The regular engraved 
plates have lines of varying depth. 
Whether this difference in appearance 
will merit catalog recognition is at pres- 
ent unknown. The electrolytic plate 
numbers are also easily recognized by 
not having the letter “F” in front of 
the number, since they do not have to 
be hardened like the regular plates 
which have the design rolled in while 
the metal is soft. Note that the plates 
for the frame have the F before the 
number only on the right hand pane. 

There are a possible 280 combinations 
of the plate numbers, but whether all 
will occur is anyone’s guess. Plate 21933 
was 100 subjects and did not go to 
press with the other center plates and 
being described as “experimental” may 
not appear at all. 


Stamps of New Republic were not 
accepted for foreign postage, foreign 
mail having to bear stamps of the South 
African Republic or the Transvaal

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Finland Issues ieitaie 
Tercentenary 


The Republic of Finland has an- 
nounced a special commemorative stamp 
to be released June 1st in honor of the 
Swedish-Finnish Delaware Tercentenary, 
which is being celebrated in the States 
of Delaware, Pennsylvania, and New 
Jersey. The American-Finnish Tercent- 
enary Committee, Crozer Building, Ches- 
ter, Pa. has made arrangements with 
the Postoffice Department of Finland to 
secure special first-day covers to be sent 
to this country, bearing this special 
stamp. Covers bearing the 34% markka 
stamp will be sold by the Committeee 
for 25 cents each, with a limit of 25 
to a person. First-day covers supplied 
by the Committee will bear a two-color 
cachet printed in Finland, together with 
an interesting folder to be enclosed in 
each envelope. 

Of historical interest is the fact that 
Chester, Pa., the headquarters of the 
Committee during the celebration, was 
the original site of a settlement named 
Finland, one of the early spots on Amer- 
ican maps three hundred years ago. The 
Committee will unveil a monument at 
Chester, Pa., in a celebration to be held 
there June 29th, which will be attended 
by a delegation of prominent Finns 
headed by the foreign minister of Fin- 
land, Dr. Rudolf Holsti. The monu- 
ment was designed by the prominent 
Finnish sculptor, Vaino Aaltonen, and 
is being donated to the City of Chester 
by the government of Finland.

New Stamp Country 


The “Sanjak of Alexandrette” is the 
name of a new country shortly to make 
its bow as a stamp issuing unit. This 
was a former Turkish province, man- 
dated after the World War to France. 
It has until now been the border dis- 
trict of Syria touching Turkey near the 
city of Adana. Though the Turkish 
Nationalist campaign of 1920-22 caused 
the French to leave the former district, 
they managed to retain control of Alex- 
andrette (Iskanderun in Turkish) which 
is the port of a bay of the same name on 
the eastern coast of the Mediterranean. 
Vigorous protests and demands of the 
Turkish government finally forced the 
French to give the territory its own 
government rather than include it in 
the new Syrian Republic. The first 
stamp issue will consist of 23 stamps 
of Syria overprinted “Sanjak d’Alex- 
adrette,” 9 regular postage of 1930 up 
to the 25 piastre, the eight airmails is- 
sued last September and the postage due 
set of 1925. Total face value will 
amount to only about 80c U. S. accord- 
ing to Benjamin T. Baroody, our Syr- 
ian correspondent. 


The Philatelic Magazine reports the 
current 5c “Caribou” of Newfoundland 
is to be slightly altered, the inscription 
to include the words “and Revenue.”

Editor’s Notebook 


AIR MAIL 
WEEK 


Eight-hundred and thirty 
(no less, probably rrore!) 
cachets we listed ‘1: tt 
four numbers prior to National Air Mazi. 
Week as available to those collectors 
who can’t resist cachet offerings. Since 
half or more were from one state, Penn- 
sylvania, it’s a conservative guess that 
3,000 offices had cachets for the Week. 
Considering all 45,000 existing post of- 
fices were authorized to have them, 
that 3,000 is a very conservative figure. 
Most of the cachets offered were free, 
some cities offering to supply envelope 
and all if just the 6c for air mail post- 
age were sent. Nice of them, but after 
looking over the average cachet which 
devoted 70% to 90% of its area to ad- 
vertising the community and the other 
10% to 30% mentioning National Air 
Mail Week, it doesn’t appear that any- 
thing magnanimous was done.

Rutherford B. Hayes 





NINETEENTH PRESIDENT — 1877-1881 


Born at Delaware, Ohio, October 4, 
1822. Died at Fremont, Ohio, January 
17, 1893. Hayes was an Ohio lawyer 
and politician who in 1861 joined the 
Union Army. In this he proved perhaps 
the best of the 365 generals from Ohio 
in that conflict and repeatedly was cited 
for meritorious services in the field. His 
final rise in rank was his appointment 
as brevet major-general on March 13, 
1865. Following the war he served as 
Congressman from Ohio and from 1867 
to 1871 served three terms as Governor 
of Ohio. In the election of 1876 Hayes 
was the candidate of the Republican 
Party for President in a very close and 
disputed contest, the Electoral Commis- 
sion deciding Hayes the winner by one 
vote (185 to 184) over his chief op- 
ponent, Samuel Tilden. The President 
distinguished himself for his unceasing 
efforts to re-unite the North and the 
South and it was during his term the 
last Federal troops were withdrawn from 
the South. In 1879 specie payment was 
resumed, the government offering to re- 
deem in gold the “greenbacks” of Civil 
War and Reconstruction days. After his 
retirement he lived as a private citizen 
devoting his time to philanthropy and 
education. His home at Fremont is now 
a state park and some items of philatelic 
interest are included in the museum, 
among them a die proof of the lic 1922, 
the only stamp design upon which he 


has ever appeared. Hayes will appear 
on the 19c of the new series, first U. S. 
stamp of that denomination. 





New Zealand’s postal-fiscal stamps 
now currently in use (Scott’s No. 394-

point out that the limit for parcel post- 
age within the Dominion is only 60c and 
the values over that sum are necessarily 
limited to air express postage.

Puerto Rico Airmails 
Two weeks ago we mentioned the set 
of seven semi-official air mail stamps 
issued by an aviation company for use 
on airmail flown between various cities 
in Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands, 
We now learn that two planes of the 
Aerovias Nacionales Puerto Rico, Inc, 
now operate daily between San Juan, 
Ponce, Guanica, Mayaguez and the 
Virgin Island cities of St. Thomas and 
St. Croix as well as to the little island 
of Vieques perhaps better known as 
Crab Island, just to the southeast of 
Puerto Rico. In addition to the usual 
services of a transport company the firm 
carries mail, such mail having to bear 
in addition to the regular U. S. postage, 
the stamps of the company. These are 
bicolors in three designs, the denomina- 
tions being 5c, 10c, 15c surcharged on 
the 10c, 25c, 40c, 75c and $1. The 
first flight was made on April 28th, 
with lIccal postal officials approving the 
scheme. The company’s stamps were 
cancelled with its own postmark. It is 
net known if this scheme has the sanc- 
tion of the Post Office Dept. but such 
must be the case as the use of such 
private stamps is forbidden unless au- 
thorized.

Nicaragua Makes a Profit 





Division General Somoza, President of 
Nicaragua, in his report to the Nicara- 
guan Congress on December 15th last re- 
ported that for the first time in many 
years Nicaragua’s national income ex- 
ceeded expenditures. General Somoza 
will be recalled for the miniature sheet 
picturing himself issued for the 75th 
Anniversary of the Nicaraguan Postal 
Service. The General further predicted 
that 1938 will also show a profit and 
we wonder if that means more minia- 
tures, etc., since stamps and bananas 
seem to be the chief export product 
of that country? The total national in- 
come was around $3,500,000 so stamp 
sales certainly were not chicken-feed in 
Nicaragua.

In their first stamp auction since This auction sale overshadowed ll 


1930, the American Art Association, 
Anderson Galleries, realized $19,547.50 
on the Cortlandt F. Bishop collection. 
This collection, formed by the late pres- 
ident of the art firm, was sold over a 
period of two days, with the greater 
portion of the revenue resulting from 
the first session on May 9. 


The highlights of the sale follow. A 
mysterious Mr. “K” bought a number 
of the rare U. S. items. Mr. Stryker 
of the Uptown Stamp paid $120.00 for 
an Imperforate $20.00 Probate of Will, 
this stamp cataloguing only $85.00. Mr. 
Souren of Y. Souren & Co., almost had 
a field day in the purchase of revenues, 
but, one person prevented that. Mr. 
Stryker forced Mr. Souren to pay some 
fancy prices for 3 copies of the $500.00 
black, green & red, Scott No. 3933. This 
stamp catalogues $1,000.00. For the 
first copy Souren paid $900.00. The 
second copy (this was slightly damaged) 
cost him $600.00. The third copy was 
the “piece denoument.” Souren bid up 
to $1,300.00 before Stryker let him have 
it. Who says there’s no money in rev- 
enues? 


I didn’t remain for the foreign section 
of the sale as I had a few odds and ends 
to take care of. So, I have to beg for- 
giveness in not rendering any report 
on that section of the sale.

tions, shows an increase in profits of the 
firm amounting to seven times that for 
1936.

($93,610) and in 1937 £126,133 ($630,-

many other things besides stamps.

Philippine Notes 
By Pasio M. ESPERIDION 


Another addition in Philippine post- 
age stamps is the 20 centavos “O.B.” 
with the overprint “Commonwealth.” 
These were received by the Bureau of 
Posts early in April and are now on 
sale at the Philatelic Section. The new 
20c O.B. was the second official Business 
adhesive to be issued with the over- 
print “Commonwealth.” Total issue, 
50,000. 





If one may glance over the list of 
the current Philippine O.B. series, is- 
suance of this particular 20c value would 
seem rather strange. However, on in- 
quiry from the Bureau of Posts, the 
very low stocks of the current 20c O.B.s 
(Scott’s 722) will not last long this year, 
it was revealed. Then, too, there is the 
possibility of issuing all O.B.s with the 
overprint “Commonwealth” in order to 
complete the whole series, i. e., from 2 
to 30c. 


Pressed for statement anent the over- 
printing of the other O.B. values, Mr. 
Amando Marquez, Chief of the Phila- 
telic Section, asserted that the postal 
authorities have this plan under con- 
sideration. 


From far flung countries of the world, 
the Philatelic Section, Bureau of Posts, 
Manila, occasionally receives letters from 
foreign philatelists desiring to correspond 
with Philippine collectors, according to 
Mr. Marquez. While they were healthy 
signs of the increasing interest in P. I. 
stamps, Mr. Marquez declared, some- 
times they send him headaches, as a 
majority of them were written in for- 
eign languages. 


The craze for miniature sheets is 
gradually gaining ground in the Philip- 
pines. Most popular of them at pres- 
ent is the Guatemala airpost sheet in 
which President Roosevelt is depicted. 
Added to its popularity was the curious 
fact that the Pan-American Union 
Building shown on it, looks very much 
like the Legislative Palace of the Phil- 
ippines (Scott A41). Sales of these

sheets, according to local dealers, have 
surpassed the Hitler sheets which were 
popular here for sometime. 


Approval of the Illustration Bill by 
President Roosevelt was also rejoiced in 
Philippine philatelic circles. It is the 
concensus here that sooner or later Phil- 
ippine stamps will be making their “de- 
buts” in U. S. periodicals, magazines 
and stamp catalogs. 


Don Joaquin “Mike” Elizalde, prom- 
inent business man and sportsman, and 
considered the best polo player in these 
Islands is leaving for the United States 
shortly to assume the commissionership 
now under Mr. Quintin Paredes, Sr. 
Whether this change will have some ef- 
fect in the policy of the Philippine Phil- 
atelic Agency in Washington, which of- 
fice is under the control of the Philip- 
pine Resident Commissioner, remains as 
a matter of conjecture. In the opinion 
of the writer, however, the policy of 
the Philippine Philatelic Agency would 
not be changed at all. On the con- 
trary, an improvement may be ex- 
pected, as although Don Joaquin is not 
a stamp collector himself, he has that 
philatelic sympathy towards stamp col- 
lectors, as far as your correspondent 
knows him. 


Should any collector come across a 
16c ARNACAL with a plate number, 
then it must be a miracle. Plate num- 
bers on this denomination were all de- 
tached, since borders of the 16c Arnacal 
sheets made occasional interruptions in 
the course of printing the surcharge, it 
was learned. 


Believe it or not, the “Commonwealth 
of the Philippines’—the ARNACAL 
plane which was used in that Manila- 
Madrid good-will flight in 1936, was 
made of second-hand parts of the U. S. 
Army planes in the Philippines. 


Notwithstanding the popularity of the 
latest U. S. commemoratives (mint) 
here, at a recent auction of the Associ- 
ation Filatelica de Filipinas, they were 
hammered down at 20 per cent off face! 
Times there are when Old Man Demand 
has to bow to Madame Supply. 





A Good Cause

Perforations Too 


Sirmoor, one of the Feudatory States 
in India, issued its first stamps in 1879 
and in 1885 replaced these with a new 
set portraying the Rajah. Meanwhile or- 
ders from stamp collectors continued to 
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be filled from the supposedly ample 
stocks of the first issue. About 1891 the 
supply ran out of the two stamps, both 
of the same denomination, in blue and 
green. The post office didn’t want to 
lose the revenue from stamp collectors 
so ordered some more. The printer had 
long ago cleaned off the original litho- 
graphing stone, these in most shops 
being used again and again until the 
surface became damaged. Having none 
of the stamps to use for a sample, the 
postal officials gave the printer an illus- 
tration of the stamp torn from a stamp 
dealer’s catalog, which illustration in- 
cluded the perforations. The printer 
faithfully copied the entire design, per- 
forations and all and the finished 
stamps are readily told from the origi- 
nals by this feature. Though accepted as 
postage, very few of these official imita- 
tions or reprints were so used. 





Postal Stationery Unit 


Steps are being taken to form a unit 
of collectors of foreign postal stationery 
which includes stamped envelopes, postal 
cards, letter sheets, etc. Anyone inter- 
ested in collecting these, cut square or 
entire, and wishing to help form such a 
group should communicate with Warner 
Bates, 91 State St., Albany, N. Y. Those 
who write in to Mr. Bates are asked to 
give their views on whether the group 
should join some existing society, the 
scope of unit, etc. Your present club 
membership and collecting activities are 
also requested. 


A joker in R. P. O. cancellations is 
that of the “Mina & Majave R. P. O.” 
which doesn’t get within 200 miles of 
Mina, Nev., for two reasons: first, 216 
miles of the supposed route is narrow 
gauge only operated irregularly and now 
doesn’t run at all in Nevada.

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U. S. NOTES 
Under this heading we will print notes on 
U. S. issues, past and present, and our read- 
ers are asked to submit interesting varieties or 


items. Be sure when requesting a reply to 
send a stamped envelope or card. 


One reader inquires if the new issue 
portraying Presidents is a memorial or 
a regular issue. The new stamps are 
simply a new regular issue to replace 
the current series of designs issued in 
the period of 1922-1931. They are hard 
ly memorials, and certainly not com 
memoratives and this applys equally 
to the 4c Franklin, 1%c Martha Wash- 
ington and 4%4c White House. The 6c 
bicolored air mail is also a new regular 
air mail stamp and not a commemo- 
rative, and will gradually replace the 
orange stamp as stocks of that stamp 
run out. 


Stamp No. 95 (the plate number 
stamp) of the lower right pane of plate 
No. 21071 of the 3c William Penn has 
a marked gash about one mm. long just 
beside the left figure “3”, says Lloyd 
E. Atkinson of Glenside, Penna. A plate 
flaw to look for. 


For rapid change in price we nominate 
the plate block of 2c current Die II 
which for months had been passed over 
by customers leafing through the stock 
books of a local dealer, though it was 
priced at just 10c, 2c over face. Finally 
a plate number collector bought its 
companion and then followed the dis- 
covery that both were Die II. The 
block hasn’t been sold yet, but its price 
now is $75, an increase of so much per- 
centum that we just won’t figure it out. 





Add statistics:—there are 137 hori- 
zontal lines in the background of the 1c 
of the new regular issue, says Fred 
Hawkins, Columbus’ chief researcher for 
plate varieties, etc. 


Errors are to be found on many things 
and the printed cancelations of the 1898 
“battleship” revenues are no exceptions. 
Lincoln A. Russell, Columbus dealer, 
found two copies of the %c Proprietary, 
one with the red printed cancellation 
of “H. B. & W.” in large block letters 
above three parallel ruled lines with 
date “Sept. 21, 1899” below. A second 
copy in the same lot however had in 
the top line an inverted “R” for the “8”. 


The only way in which a Ic stamp can 
prepay the entire postage necessary on 
first-class mail is on a drop letter at a 
post office which has no carrier delivery, 
i.e., a fourth class post office where mail 
must be called for at the window. 


Orange Free State Handbook 





“Stamps of the Orange Free State” is 
the title of a newly issued A. P. S. hand- 
book containing the complete series of 
articles which ran for two volumes of 
the American Philatelist. The booklet in 
a cover of very appropriate orange, is 
about the size of a copy of the A. P. 
itself. Written by A. E. Geldhof, the 
book covers thoroughly the postal his- 
tory and issues and the many varieties 
of this one-time republic and subsequent 
British Colony. Included are revenues 
used for postage, military stamps, tele- 
graph stamps, and postal stationery. 
Numerous illustrations aid in explaining 
the various types. The printing consist- 
ed of but 230 copies, so collectors inter- 
ested in adding this book to their library 
should send the price, $1.00 postfree, to 
Ralph Kimble, Editor of the A. P., 8118 
Dante Ave., Chicago, III. 


U. S. Illustrations 


Submitted for review is “United 
States Postage Stamps Illustrated and 
Identified” by the Scott Stamp & Coin 
Co., New York City. Each type of U. S. 
stamp is illustrated, somewhat larger 
than normal, with a list of the catalog 
numbers of the various stamps of each 
design. No doubt of some help in identi- 
fying the numerous obscure and slightly 
different U. S. stamps which confuse 
the average collector. Though no price 
is stated for the booklet, copies will no 
doubt be procurable at most stamp 
dealers. 


The Japanese are actively censoring 
mails at Shanghai, and since nothing un- 
favorable to Japanese is permitted all 
Hong Kong newspapers are barred.
